Satellite With Dummy

MOSCOW, May 16 (AP)—The 
Russians said today that their 
5-ton dummy-manned space 
ship, the biggest satellite ever 
launched, is.. whizzing around 
the earth on course. 

“There soon will be a man 
in space,” they said. 

Hurled aloft by a super-rocket, 

e giant ship was reported 
sending back signals confirm- 
ing “the good agreement be-. 
tween its actual orbit and the 
calculated one’’ for its flight | 
around the globe every 91/ 
minutes. 

Dr. Viktor Bazzekin, director 
of the Moscow planetarium, con- 
ceded that there are still prob- 
lems to be solved before send- 
ing up a live astronaut. The 
main problem is how to get. him 
back to earth safe. 

(The Chicago Daily News 
Foreign Service said a Russian 
delegate to the summit confer- | 
ence asserted that the Russians | 
have scheduled the first human 
flight into space for early in 
October.) 

The official news agency Tass 
said that in the present experi- 
ment no attempt will be made 
to retrieve the dummy passenger 
riding in a pressurized cabinet 
with ‘‘all the necessary equip- 
ment for a future manned space 
flight.”’ 

Will Burn on Descent. 

Soviet scientists said the 2)4- 
ton cabinet would be separated 
from the satellite after the 
‘necessary information” is re- 
‘ ceived but would burn up in the 
atmosphere as it drops.

NEW YORK, May 16—The So- 
viet ‘space ship’ experiment 
appears not to be coming to 
grips with a problem that Amer- 
ican scientists consider crucial 
to man’s first successful venture 
into space 


This 1s the problem of bringing 
a vehicle back into the atmos- 
phere and recovering it. The So- 
viet announcement yesterday 
said that recovery of the five- 
ton vehicle will not be attempted 
and that it will be allowed to 
burn up from the friction of re- 
entering the atmsophere. 

[his surprised American 
scientists, who seemed cautious 
about taking the announcement 
at face value. 

lf you cay believe their an- 
nouncement, they have not faced 
up to the most serious prob- 
lem,”’ said Dr. John J. Hagen, 
former director of the Vanguard 
satellite program and now a 
member of the National Aero- | 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion. 


Robert R. Gilruth, director of 
Project Mercury, the United 
States program to put a man in 
space, said he would be sur- 
prised if the Russians fail to 
take account of the re-entry 
problems 

Might Contain Man 

From other sources there was 
speculation that the new space 
vehicle might contain a man 
and not the dummy the Soviet 
announcement said was in the 
pressurized cabin. If the cabin- 
capsule were recovered intact 
the Russians could announce 
their success; if not, they could 
let the “dummy announcement 
stand, reasoned one scientist 
who declined to be identified. 


The failure to announce plans 
for re-entry and for recovery at- 
tempts and the mention of radia- 
tion monitoring suggests that 
Soviet specialists maybe lagging 
in these areas of the man-in- 
space problem, Dr. Hagen said. 

American scientists are con- 
fident that they know how the 
re-entry and recovery problems 
can be handled, Dr. Hagen in- 
dicated, and that the radiation 
hazard in the nearer reaches of 
pace has béen properly as. 
sessed 

Large Payload Cited 

Dr. Hagen noted that the new 
launching is another example of 
ihe outstanding Soviet ability to 
put large payloads into space. 

The successful launching of a 
manned space vehicle and its 
recovery from orbit require a 
chain of events that can toler- 
ate no weak link. Among the 
major problems, according to 
American scientists, are those 
of proper launching and guidance 
of the vehicle, tracking from the 
ground, maintenance of a safe 
enviroment for the spaceman in- 
side his capsule and safe re- 
entry and recovery. 

The accomplishment of these 
things calls for no further major 
**breakthroughs,”’ Gilruth said. 
But from the engineering stand- 
point,.all of them are ‘‘at the 
frontier of the state of the ,art,”’ 
he declared. The first manned 
United States space flight is ten- 
tatively planned for sometime in 
1961.

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NIXON DEFENDS

NEW YORK, May 16 (AP)— 
Vice President Richard_M. Nix- 
on asserted last night that some 
good had come out of the U-2 
spy plane affair and said the 
Big Four leaders should ‘“‘put 
surprise attack at the top of 
the summit agenda.”

Khrushchev Believed to Think 
U.S. Is Avoiding Berlin Accord 


judgment of United States policy 
Four summit conference. 
Nikita Khrushchev has appar- 
ently come ‘to Paris, if Soviet 
spokesmen are to be believed, 
under the false impression that 
President Eisenhower decided 
several weeks agd to avoid a 
settlement of the Berlin question. 


At their meeting in Camp 
David, Md., last September, the. 
two leaders agreed to try to 
reach an accommodation on the 
former German capital. Khrush- 
chev stated at that time that 
there would be no time-limit on 
these discussions, and the Presi- 
dent agreed there should be no 
undue delay in settling what both 
defined at the time as an ‘‘ab- 
normal”’ situation. c 


Asked About Guarantee. 


This is what led to the Soviet 
misunderstanding. When the 
President was asked the day 
after the Camp David conference 
whether the new negotiations 
would guarantee Allied rights in 
Berlin and protect the freedom 
of the West Berliners, he re- 
plied: 

“I can’t guarantee anything of 
this kind for the simple reason 
I don’t know what kind of a solu- 
tion may finally prove accept- 
able. The situation is abnormal. 
It was brought about by a mili- 
tary truce after the war, and it 
put a number of free people in 
a very awkward position. Now 
we’ve got to find a system that 
will:be acceptable to all the peo- 
ple in that region, including 
those most concerned, the West 
Berliners.” 


On the basis of this, Khrush- 
chev apparently got the idea that 
the President was going to come 
up with some new suggestions 
for Berlin. But after re-studying 
the situation with the Allies, 
President Eisenhower’s experts 
concluded that Washington 
should stand on the policy as it 
was before Khrushchev came 
to Camp David. 


Normal to Washington. 


This seemed normal procedure 
to Washington. The United States 
checked with the allies “includ- 
ing those most concerned—the 
West Germans and West Berlin- 
ers’ and concluded that last 
year’s western position was the 
best the United States could 
offer. 


It did not seem normal, how- 
ever, to Soviet officials who, ac- 
customed to having the top man 
in the government change things 
around, did not understand how

PARIS, May 16—A critical Soviet misunderstanding or mis-

This is not to say that they 
were deceived, but it is 1 ev 
from talking with Soviet officials 
here that they did cqme to the 
conclusion that President Eisen- 
hower was breaking what they 


called the “Spirit of Gamp 
David.” Sd 


For example, they point to the 
difference between Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s comments about the 
“abnormal” situation in Berlin 
last September 
statements on the same subject 
on April 20. 


“It is indeed abnormal,” Dil- 
lon said, ‘“‘when 1,000,000 East 
Berliners are forcibly divided 
from more than 2,000,000 fellow 
citizens in West «Berlin — when 
they are constrained to live un- 
der a totalitarian regime unlaw- 
fully imposed by a foreign 
power. 


Many Filed to West. 


“But the abnormal situation 
in Berlin is merely one facet of 
the greater abnormality created 
by the artificial separation of the 
east zone from the rest of Ger- 
many. The monstrous nature of 
this abnormality has been strik- 
ingly demonstrated by the fact 
that more than 24 million East 
Germans and East Berliners 
have, during the last 10 years, 
exercised the only franchise 
available to them and have 
voted with their feet against 
Communist rule by fleeing to 
West Berlin.’ ts 


After this speech and before 
the U-2 plane incident, Khrush- 
chef began to react violently. He 
complained that Dillon’s speech 
‘just reeks of the cold war 
spirit’? and charged that the 
nearer the day came to the open- 
ing of the summit meeting, ‘‘the 
more one-sided is the approach 
of certain statesmen of the west- 
ern powers.”’ 


Khrushchev then went on to. 


make new and even more omi- 
nous threats against the western 
position in Berlin. All last year, 
while the Soviets had insisted

“Some even call for insuring 
by force the presence of the 
troops of the three western pow- 
ers in West Berlin and their 
rights with regard to the city 
_based on the act of surrender. 


“I must warn such hotheads 
that when they start invoking 
force and not right and justice, 
it is but natural that this force 
will be countered with the force 
of the other side.” 


This was the situation when the 
American spy was downed hun- 
dreds of miles inside the U.S.S.R. 
and when the United States an- 
nounced in the middle of the up- 
roar over aerial espionage that 
it was going to resume nuclear 
testing in order to perfect a test- 
ing detecting device. 


There is considerable specula- 
tion' here that. once it appeared 
that Khrushchev’s trip to the 
United States was not going to 
achieve a Berlin’ settlement at 
the summit, Khrushchev was al- 
ready in trouble with those in 
the Soviet bloc wha had never 
liked his experiment with the 
so-called ‘‘softer policy.” 


There is also indication that 
Khrushchev’s reduction of the So- 
Soviet armed forces and propa- 
ganda for abolition of all armed 
forces raised powerful opposition 
in the Soviet Union. So did 
Khrushchev’s emphasis on more 
consumer goods and visits of 
foreigners to the Soviet Union 
—not among the people but 
among powerful Communist of- 
ficials. 


It is perhaps noteworthy that 
many western officials have long 
believed that the emphasis on 
increased contacts between East 
and West would gradually trans- 
form Soviet attitudes and even 
the Soviet system of tgiht se- 
curity. 

In any event, the Soviet experts 
or ‘‘demonologists” here at the 
summit conference are convinced 
that the U-2 incident, followed 
by evidence that these flights had 
been going on unmolested over 
the Soviet Union for years, put 
Khrushchey very much on the 
spot and may even have forced 
a revival of the harder policy of 
the pre-Khrushchev years. 

What is interesting about all 
this was that there was no de- 
cision in Washington to change 
the atmosphere, no conscious 
effort to embarrass Khrushthev 
or strengthen his opponents with- 
in the Soviet Union. 

There was a decision to make 
clear to Moscow before the sum- 
mit that the West was not com- 
ing here with a new Berlin policy 
—that was all. The crisis in 
short is a crisis of absent-minded- 
'ness and miscalculation but it is 
still very much alive in Paris to- 
night.

millan’s statement on his 
arrival: 


I am always glad to visit 
Paris. It is here that some of 
the most eventful and stimulat- 
ing pages in history have been 
written. Now we have the op- 
portunity to write yet another. 
There are compelling reasons 
why we should not fail. 

Today mankind cannot afford 
misunderstandings, suspicions, 
hostility. Errors of judgment 
based on ignorance or anger 
could lead with dreadful speed 
to the extinction of civilization. 
Ail .that man has strived to 
achieve through the centuries 
could be obliterated almost over- 
night. | 

That alone must compel us to 
do our work with care and 
thoroughness. Yet at the same 
time as science offers us self- 
destruction she also offers op- 
portunities for a life fuller and 
richer than we have known be- 
fore.

What the Federalists Want 


The lead portion of your April 30 
€ditorial, describing the United 
World Federalists as “a useful 
group,” denoting our ideal as a 
worthy one, and wishing us ‘“‘every 
good success in spreading the good 
word” is indeed appreciated. 


But you will surely forgive our 
being less than enthusiastic about 
the rest of the editorial, in which 
you exhort us to face “immediate 
tasks” and chide us for saying that 
“disarmament will nevér come 
about except by setting up a world 
federal government.’ 


By “‘immediate tasks’*I presume 
you mean the achievement of an ef- 
fective nuclear test ban and other 
partial disarmament steps, the 
stimulation of freer world trade, 
much more wholehearted United 
States participation in the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency, ex- 
pansion of the technical assistance 
and economic development program 
and maximum use of U.N. facilities 
for settling world disputes. 


You surely also mean greater use 
of the World Court, repeal of the 
Connally Amendment, extension of 
U.N. jurisdiction over uses of outer 
space, expansion of the U.N, Emer- 
gency Force into a lightly armed 
permanent U.N. Peace Force; and 
defining acceptable terms for the 
settlement of outstanding East- 
West political disputes. 


Every one of the above, plus 
others, is contained in the World 
Federalist policy statement section, 
‘Immediate Steps ...”’ They are 
part of U.W.F.’s action program, 
with Federalists on every level 
working for their achievement. 


Now for disarmament and world 
vernment, Disarmament will be 
ichieved the “hard way, by means 
@f old-fashioned diplomacy, looking 
toward an agreement among sov- 
ereign national states” as your edi- 
torial suggests. This will proceed 
step by step. 
«But unless the final agreement 
for total disarmament establishes 
the safeguards of “‘law .. . court 
. effective enforcement’’ Secre- 
tary of State Herter described Feb. 


17 as essential for total world Ais-\ 


armament, it will not be worth the 
parchment on which it is inscribed. 


If thai final disarmament agree- 
ment reached by diplomacy does 
set up the above safeguards, then it 
will have accomplished the goals 
the Federalists seek. For law, 
court, and enforcement on the world 
level add up to world government, 
even when strictly limited to dis- 
afmament control, a_ limitation 
which the Federalists strongly urge.

Ferguson 
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For Exposure’s Sake 


Whatever their motives, demonstrators at — 


‘ the House Un-American Activities Committee 


hearing in San Francisco were completely mis- _ 
guided, as. Mayor Christopher said. The dis- 
orders presented the committee in an unusual 
role as a victim of irresponsibility instead of 
a victimizer. Certainly the uproar only dis- 
credits the cause of many thoughtful critics 
of the committee, of whom Congressman 
James Roosevelt is one. 

Recently the California Congressman made 
a massive attack on the committee on the 
House floor. He charged that the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee was a waste of 
money, and served to diminish the American 
principles it was presumably supposed to de-: 
fend. The committee’s record bears him out. 

This year the committee is attempting to 
justify an appropriation of $327,000. Not 
even the Armed Services Committee receives 
as much; only two other House committees 
receive more. What do the people get for 


their-money? eae 


Last year they got an assortment of dubious 
activities. The most despicable probably was 
the committee’s summoning of 110 California 
school teachers to hearings which were then 
indefinitely postponed. The teachers were 
left under a cloud of suspicion without evi- 
dence and with no opportunity to clear them- 
selves. 

When widespread protests halted the Cali- 
fornia performance, the committee put on a 
similar act in Washington. Chairman Walter 
charged that some artists represented in the 
American exhibit in Moscow had “records of 
affiliation with Communist fronts’—an un- 
supported injection of ideology into art 
which would be more fitting in Moscow. 

At other times the committee induced the 
Secretary of the Air Force to reconsider his 
withdrawal of the ridiculous training manual 
which attacked the National Council of 
Churches. It held hearings on passport cases 
in Washington and on labor unions in Chi- 
cago. It printed nearly a score of pamphlets. 
None of this activity had legislative results 
or added much to public information. Nor did 
it visibly strengthen the nation’s defenses 
against Communism, which are in the capa- 
ble hands of the FBI and the military. 

Yet the committee’s behavior did serve to 
make freedom of speech and assembly a little 
less sacrosanct and even less popular. More 
lists of names were produced for purposes 
of suspicion, persecution and possible black- 
listing. The House group and the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee with it have 
helped create 30 cases of citizens convicted 
of contempt of Congress because they de- 
manded, under the First Amendment, the 
right to keep their political opinions and as- 
sociations to themselves. 

Nearly three years ago Chief Justice War- 
ren, speaking for the Supreme Court in the 
Watkins case, said that “there is no congres- 
sional power to expose for the sake of expo- 
sure.” He questioned the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee’s legislative purpose by 
asking, “Who can define the meaning of un- 
American?” Justice Warren’s pertinent ques- 
tions still go unanswered. 

A mature nation should depend on its po- 
lice and armed forces to defend it from sub- 
version or attack; a democratic nation should 
be especially careful to avoid ideological in- 
quisitions. After all these years, the commit- 
tee’s record is no better than it used to be. 
Congress ought to give it a closely defined 
charter with a true legislative purpose, or 
abolish it. 


Everybodv’s Doing It 

The disclosure of the shakedown in behalf 
of County Coroner Raymond Harris falls into 
a disturbing pattern that has developed since 
the Democrats took over the courthouse some 
16 months ago. The pattern involves the ex- 
ploitation of public office for personal profit 
or aggrandizement. : 

In this case a group of Mr. Harris’s patron- 
age employes are promoting a testimonial 
dinner for the boss. “Donations” are $50, 
but undertakers who do business with Mr. 
Harris are being sandbagged for $100 each. 
A similar racket is being run out of Demo- 
cratic Recorder Koob’s office; his people are 
peddling “advertising” to business men who 
have deeds to record and the like. Council 
Chairman Abramson’s specialty is selling in- 
surance to subdividers with zoning problems. 

Is the Democratic Central Committee in- 
capable of imposing some sort of discipline 
upon the likes of the Messrs. Harris, Koob 
and:Abramson? Surely the central committee 
bears some responsibility for those who run 
under its banners. Or does the party want 
county voters to conclude that the central 
committee indorses this kind of thing? 


Good Troops and Good Weapons 


It is good to know that in quality of per- 
sonnel and training the Army has never stood 
higher in time of peace. Unfortunately, such 
excellence of personnel is almost nullified by 
obsolescent arms and equipment. This is 
largely why civilian critics and military lead- 


“ers have been hammering away with warn- 


ings that the nation is not properly prepared 
to fight a limited war with conventional arms. 

In the House the main éffort on the fiscal 
1961 military budget went to reshaping the 
budget in the light of what would be needed 
to deter a nuclear war. Even so, the House 
Military Appropriations Subcommittee did add 
$207,600,000 to the $1,200,000,000 which the 
Administration had requested for modernizing 
the Army. Rep. Sikes, a member of the sub- 
committee, told the House that the Army is 
not even equipped with an effective subma- 
chine gun of the type the Israeli Army used 
so well in the Sinai fighting. He commented 
that unless the Administration spends the 
additional money voted in the House, “we 
will be left with an inadequately armed force 
to face a potential enemy. with superb equip- 
ment.” 

It is difficult to see how the Administration 
can offer any cogent objection to this small 
increase in funds. But a few millions are not 
enough.. The last three Army Chiefs of Staff 
have offered proof that the Army is in desper- 
ate need of 15 billion dollars to be spent over 
a five-year period for modernization. And the 


’ Pentagon is well aware that Soviet Russia has 


re-equipped its Army once since World War II 
and now is re-equipping it again. Yet our 
Army is at present heavily dependent on 
stockpiles left over from World War II and 
the Korean conflict. What is to be the 
answer? 

Until. enough money is appropriated and 
used, the needed weapons are going to re- 
main on drawing boards, in various stages 
of development and in small-scale production.

Surely the Senate in considering the military 
budget will be moved to see that at least an- 
other billion is provided to modernize the 
Army. 


YES on the School Bond Issue 

For the second time in two months St. 
Louisans must make a decision of critical 
importance to the future of public education 
in their city. 

The issue at Tuesday’s- special election is 
simply whether the people are willing to pro- 
vide the school system with certain physical 
facilities it unquestionably needs. The price 
of those facilities is $29,535,000. But no one 
ever received anything worth while for 
nothing, and we hope the people will agree 
to spend the money. 

If two voters out of every three who go to 
the polls say Yes, the School Board will be 
in position to provide modern and fire-safe 
classrooms for every child in the system (in- 
stead of only some of the children as at 
present). And it will be able to provide those 
classrooms precisely where they are needed, 
and thereby avoid having to transport some 
5000 youngsters by bus from the crowded 
west-central area to distant neighborhoods 
in South St. Louis and on the far north side. 

Transportation is undesirable, and in the 
long run it is a waste of money. Sums saved 
on transportation would go a long way toward 
paying off the cost of the bond issue over the 
next 20 years. When the bond issue was paid 
off the people would have more than two 
dozen new and improved schools and a fire- 
safe system to show for it. All they would 
have to shéw for money spent on transporta- 
tion would be a fleet of worn-out busses and 
the canceled pay checks of the bus drivers. 

Good schools are a community asset and 
they improve property values. South Side 
home owners whose enthusiasm needs to be 
aroused if the proposal is to be approved 
would be protecting their own best interests 
by supporting the bond issue. Who would 
want to rent or buy property in a community 
in which 133 of 163 school buildings fall short 
of proper fire-safety standards? Or in a com- 
munity that was unable to provide sufficient / 
classrooms reasonably close to the homes of 
all its youngsters? 

The needs the bond issue would satisfy a 
in our judgment clear and compelling, and 
there is no doubt that the proposal merits 
approval. We urge voters to mark their bal- 
lots FOR THE LOAN as the essential first 
step toward building a better school system.

The 1956 Republican national convention 
was rolling along as if on rails when Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff, Nebr., nominated 
Joe Smith for President. It was a joke to 
some of the bored delegates; it was an irrita- 
tion to chairman Joseph Martin Jr. “Take 
Joe Smith and get out of here,” he said. Mr. 
Carpenter tried to explain that Joe Smith 
was a symbol of an open convention. The 
Democrats exploited Joe in their campaign. 
Mr. Martin said he knew all along Joe was 
a phony; Joe Smith never was. And now that 
State Senator Carpenter has been defeated by 
Nebraska Republicans in an effort to go as 
delegate to the 1960 convention, it appears 
that Joe Smith never will be. 


Anartments Along the River 


Mayor Tucker has added his approval to 
that of the City Plan Commission for Lewis 
Kitchen’s proposed redevelopment of the area 
adjacent to the northern half of the riverfront 
memorial. The next and final step, so far as 
the municipality is concerned, is approval by 
the Aldermen. An ordinance for this purpose 
has been prepared. Alderman A. Barney 
Mueller, chairman of the committee on land 
clearance and housing, is ready to call the 
necessary public hearing shortly after the 
measure is introduced. 

There is a possibility.that the plan worked 
up for the area by G. J. Nooney also may be 
placed before the Aldermen. So St. Louisans 
will have an opportunity to express their 
views on one plan, and perhaps on two. Both 
have merit. The Kitchen proposal, however, 
not only is in harmony with the riverfront 
park and the adjacent stadium development, 
but also promises mofe for the refurbishing 
of the downtown business section. 

The Nooney plan calls chiefly for offices 
and shops. Thus it would compete with exist- 
ing commercial structures, and it would pre- 
clude new building of that nature in the area 
for a long time. The Kitchen plan, with its 
three,28-story apartment buildings, is primari- 
ly residential. Like the Plaza Apartments, it 
would bring people downtown and thus step 
up the trend toward residential development 
on the periphery of the business section while 
also contributing to its commercial growth. 

If both plans are submitted, the Aldermen 
naturally will accord equal treatment to their 
respective sponsors. We believe, however, 
that like the Mayor and the Plan Commission, 
they will be impressed by the obvious advan- 
tages of the Kitchen plan. And we feel sure 
that, as in the case of the stadium project, 
they will lose no time in switching on the 
green light. Congress should follow their ex- 
ample in connection with the Government’s 
participation in the riverfront transformation. 


Chance for a School. Bill 


By an almost straight party-line vote, the 
House Education Committee has decided to 
use the “calendar Wednesday” method to 
bring its school construction bill tothe floor. 
This by-passes the Rules Committee, but it 
also means that if action on the measure is 
not completed in one day—next Wednesday— 
the measure is dead for the session. 

This parliamentary device has been used 
successfully only once in 10 years; that was 
to pass the distressed areas bill. It is less 
certain that there are enough votes to adopt 
the school bill. It would provide $325,000,000 
a year for three years. The money would go 
to the states, and in the second and third 
year they would have to match the federal 
funds. 

On the basis of the figures of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, not to 
mention numerous state surveys, there can 
be no question about the need of federal aid 
for public schools. But past failures to enact 
such legislation show that this need has not 
been motive enough for action. And in the 
present situation, it may be that only a firm 
decision by the Democratic leaders could re- 
verse the record. This may be a possibility 
in an election year. Yet it is time to acknowl- 
edge the shortcomings of our school system 
and to remedy them, politics or no politics.

Not Immorality But Desperation 


Situation that Produced S py Plane Incident Must be Ended, Says Senator 


From a Senate Speech by 
Michael J. Mansfield (Montana) 


We are dealing in this incident of the 
spy plane, as in the many variations of 
espionage which“have already been in- 
dulged in by all, not so much with acts 
of immorality, as with acts of des- 
peration, with unwise, foolish acts, 
perhaps, but with the inevitable acts 
of mutual terror, which stem from the 
fearful situation into which the world 
has been allowed to drift. 

That is the larger significance of this 
incident. We will 
make a great con- 
tribution to the 
peace of mankind 
if we recognize 
that significance 
rather than. at- 

‘e la 
tempt to minimize 
the incident by 
proclaiming that the Russians ‘have 
done worse in the past. 

Mr. Khrushchev, too, will make a 
great contribution to the peace of 
mankind if he concentrates on the 
fearful world situation which gave rise 
to the incident. To do so, however, he 
will have to forgo the urge to don the 
robes of the pulpit and deliver sermons 
on morality. He will have to resist 
the obvious temptation to milk this 
incident of the last drop of propaganda 
value. 

That may be asking a great deal, for 
I cannot say in all honesty that we 
have done very well on this score in 
the past. Nevertheless, if the Russians, 
no less than ourselves, mean to have 
peace, if we mean to put an end to 
the fearful situation which gives rise to 
these incidents, then they, no less 
than we, must make an end to the 
childlike, black-and-white, cowboy-and- 
Indian, gangster-and-policeman _inter- 
pretation of the world and its peoples 
and what transpires among them. 

For us, for this nation, there are 
other reasons—national reasons—why 
this incident cannot and must not be 
put aside lightly. There are implica- 
tions in this incident which go to the 
very heart of our system of represen- 
tative, responsible gove®nment. 

The record will show that I have 
supported, as firmly as I have been 
able, the preservation of the primary 
powers of the presidency, through Re- 
publican and Democratic administra- 
tions, in matters pertaining to the con- 
duct of foreign policy and defense. The

record is available in the debates on 
the Formosa resolution, on the Eisen- 
hower resolution, and on other matters. 

That support, however, was contin- 
gent on the assumption that the powers 
of the presidency would be exercised 
by the duly elected, duly constituted 
President. It is one thing for an elect- 
ed, popularly responsive President to 
exercise these enormous powers. It is 
another for the nonelected, nonrespon- 
sive bureaucracy to take upon itself 
these powers. 


The President has made it quite 
clear that he had no knowledge of the 
flight of the plane involved in this in- 
cident. Yet somewhere in this Govern- 
ment, in some fashion, orders were 
given, a chain of command was fol- 
lowed. And the net result was to bring 
about the most serious damage to our 
efforts to promote peace. 


The President has been undercut on 
the eve of a major international con- 
ference at a moment of world crisis. 
The world-wide adverse repercussions 
to the foreign policy of the United 
States have only begun,.but they will 


be heard loudly and ominously from — 


Norway to Japan. Moreover, this in- 
cident or any other of this kind might 
well have accidentally set off the holo- 
caust of nuclear conflict which we 
have been striving at great cost and 
sacrifice to prevent. 

All of these consequences—these 


damaging consequences—have derived 
from the exercise of the powers of the 
presidency in foreign relations and de- 
fense, but the powers have been exer- 
cised without the knowledge of the 
President and, as far as I am aware, 
without the knowledge of even a men 
ber of the Cabinet. 

These consequences, in short, may 
well have derived not from an act of 
responsible representative government, 
but from what on other occasions I 
have tried to define as government by 
agency rivalry or agency accommoda- 
tion. , 

It is this problem to which the plane 
incident compels us to address our at- 


‘tention firmly and relentlessly. The 


President played no part in the partic- 
ular incident, but the Administration, 
any Administration, nevertheless, does 


bear a grave responsibility, for it is 
incumbent on it to provide politically 


responsible leadership to, and popular- 
ly responsible control over, the bu- 
reaucracy. Nor is Congress without re- 


sponsibility. For, while the Admin- - 


istration conducts the foreign relations 
and defense_of the nation, Congress 
can and does color this conduct im pro- 
viding for the agencies which serve 
the President in this Connection. 

The need, now, as it long has been, 
is to see to it that the actions of the 
agencies of this Government reflect 
the foreign policies which should be 
laid down by the President through the 
Secretary of State, The need is to see 
to it that when the President and the 
Secretary of State give voice to poli- 
cies of peace, no, agency presumes to 
undo what they say—by. accident or 
design. = 

It would not be difficult, I suppose, 
to find scapegoats for this incident. 
Nor would it be difficult to make politi- 
cal capital of it. The interests of the 
nation and the hope for peace, how- 
ever, will hardly be served by either 
course. I hope all of us will eschew 
either a blood lust for scapegoats or 
the temptations of political advantage 
in this incident. 

I hope the Administration and the 
Congress together will strive to get at 
the dangerous flaws in the structure of 
the executive branch of this Govern- 
ment, at the grounds of irresponsibility 
which give rise to incidents of this 
kind, and put an end to them before ir- 
reparable damage is done to the free- 
dom and safety of the nation and to 
the prospects for peace. 


Between Book Ends Haramosh’s Never-Never Land 


THE LAST BLUE MOUNTAIN, by 
Ralph Barker. (Doubleday, 210 pgs., 
$3.95.) 


Mountaineering these days seems to 
have assumed something of the psycho- 
logical aspects of bullfighting ‘in that 
mountain climbers attack their moun- 
tains with all the passion of matadors 
seeking their moment of truth. Wheth- 
_er mountaineering has ceased to be 
a sport and is now a science is a 
moot point, but the climbing party in 
this true story has all the dedication 
of scientists exposing themselves to 
instant death in order to find an 


answer. 

The subject of Mr. Barker’s book is 
the story of the 1957 expedition to the 
Himalayas to scale 24,270-foot Hara- 
mosh. Five young men, three English, 
one American and one New Zealander, 
reached the 20,000-foot level, met with 
tragedy and death for two of the party, 
and endured an epic struggle for sur- 
vival in the never-never-land of the 

snow in high altitude. 


Mr. Barker, not a mountaineer him- 
self; treats his subject with great sym- 
pathy and with a remarkable under- 
standing and feeling for a subject nor- 
mally beyond his ken. As a narrative 
of man’s struggle against nature the 
expedition to Haramosh is hard to 
beat; and this little book deserves a 
place alongside the narratives of re- 
cent mountain conquests such as those 
of Everest and Annapurna.

Those who enjoyed George Allen’s 
tales of Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man when they were published a dec- 
ade ago may wish to learn what he 
has to say about President Eisenhower 
in this revised edition. Allien is the 
man who was Mr. Truman’s. “‘crony”’ 
and “court jester,” and who gradu- 
ated, mofe;or less, to become Mr. 
Eisenhower's “golfing and bridge com- 
panion and Gettysburg neighbor.” Al- 
len is in Mr. Truman’s doghouse; last 
April 29 the former President described 
him as a “fixer” and a man who 
would “do anything to suck in.” A 
good many readers will prefer the 
earlier Allen. His comments on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower are stuffy and adula- 
tory—‘The greatest man I have ever 
known and one of the greatest Presi- 
dents the country has ever had.” One 
wonders what praises Allen is prepar- 
ing for the next President.

Ackerman, a professor of art 
at both institutions, delivered the 
| final lecture in the ‘‘Art Tomor- 
| row” series sponsored by Wash- 
ington University in dedication 
of the new Mark’ C. Steinberg 
Memorial Hall of Art and 
Archeology. He spoke in the au- 
ditorium of the new building. 

Most art critics approach to- 
day’s abstract art as an ‘‘expres- 
sion of the inner: spirit’? which 
cannot be communicated and 
they employ a poetic language 
to imitate its effect rather than 
a descriptive terminology to ana- 
|lyze it, Ackerman said. 

As a result, the layman is 
faced with two incomprehensible 
creations instead of one and the 
| criticism often does more to in- 
|crease the layman’s confusion 
than to reduce it, he said. 

But modern expressionism is 
not an incomprehensible expres- 
sion of the inner spirit. On the 
contrary, it is the result of an 
“extraordinary exercise of will 
to represent nothing, when our 
‘natural inclination is to seek 
comfort in the known,”’ Acker- 
man said. 

“I do not underestimate the 
difficulty of conveying in words 
the effects produced by color re- 
lationships, the illusion of light 
and space, texture and line. 

‘But these effects have been 
produced for hundreds of years. 
If we believe we can analyze 
them in a painting by Titian, 
then we should also be able to 
analyze them in the work of a 
modern expressionist. 

“When art critics find ways to 
remove their verbal block on 
modern art, we shall have not 
only a means of analyzing one

Wrigley Field clubhouse follow- 
ing his 4-0 victory in the second 
game of a doubleheader, Card- 
well recalled his job in the Win- 
ston-Salem park when he was 
in high school. 

“T ysed to hang up the score 
for each inning on the board 
and got $2.50 a night for doing 
it.” said the 6-4 right hander. 

“IT went to the park often to 
watch Harvey Haddix, Vinegar 
Bend Mizell, Joe Cunningham 
and Don Blasingame. The park 
was just across the street from 
our high school.’ 

Cards Win on Road. 

Carolinian Cardwell’s  near- 
perfect game—only the second 
batter, Alex Grammas, got on 
base, with a walk—took the 
edge off the opener. Road 
roommates Larry Jackson and 
Ken Boyer co-starred in a 6-1 
triumph that ended an eight- 
game losing streak and gave 
the Cardinals their first road 
victory of 1960. They had 
dropped 12 away from Busch 
Stadium. 

Cardwell, the first pitcher to 

throw a nine-inning no-hitter at 
a Cardinal team in 41 years, had 
figured the Phillies would trade 
him to the Cardinals instead of 
to the Cubs, 

Aware that Manager Solly 
Hemus, an ex-teammate on the 
Phillies, had been seeking him, 
Cardwell told this writer Ill 
days ago in St. Louis, ‘I thought 
I'd be with your ball club by 
now.”’ 

Cardwell, perhaps the first 
traded player to pitch a no- 
hitter in his first appearance 


in the 


with his new club, said he was) 


well aware. of his: no-hit pitch- 
ing as early as the fifth inning. 
Still Shaking. 

“I was nervous,” the smiling 
crewcut said. ‘‘Look, I’m still 
shaking trying to autograph 
this scorecard. When George 
Altman reached high to get Carl 
Sawatski’s drive in the ninth, I 
went up three feet with him. 
And when Walt Moryn came ‘in 
and grabbed: that low liner by 
Cunningham, I sank to tke 
ground with him.” 

Del Rice, who as a Cardinal 
caught near-miss one- hitters 
pitched by Red Barrett, Haddix 
and Harry Brecheen, said he 
kept calling for fast balls be- 
cause sidearming Cardwell’s 
control was. flawless and the 
fast ball was sinking so well. 

“Don threw a few change-ups 
and struck out a few guys with 
the curves because they weren’t 
looking for them,” Rice said. 
*‘He was able to keep the ball 
down all the way. He was really 
humming at the finish.” 

‘Swinging at Sound.’ 

Stan Musial was one of Card- 
well’s prize victims as Don 
achieved the first no-hit game 
against the Cardinals since .Hod 
Filer of Cincinnati beat them, 
6-0, on May 11, 1919—a year 
before The Man was born. 


After striking out on four 
pitches in the eighth, Musial 
said, “‘l was swinging at the 


sound. Before I went up to bat: 
Bill White: told me that Cardwell 
wasn’t throwing too hard. When 
J got up there, he was throwing 
bee-bees.”’ 

The toughest chance behind 
Cardwell was Daryl Spencer’s 
hot grounder ‘in the @ighth in- 
ning. Second Baseman Jerry 
Kindall darted quickly to his 
right for a low pickup and threw 
to first in time. In the third 
inning Cunningham lost a close 
race to first base after hitting 
a nubber to Kindall. 

Great Control. 

Cubs’ Manager Lou Boudreau, 
who called Cardwell the closest 
thing to Don Drysdale with his 
sidewheeling, pointed out that 
the 210-pound Cub made just 93 
pitches and fell behind on the 
count ‘to just three batters. In 
additign to the walk to Gram- 
mas on a 3-2 pitch, Cardwell had 
a 2-and-l count on George 
Crowe, then was 3 and 1 and 
3 and 2 on Cunningham. Both 
flied out. 

Cardwell, taking advantage of 
the late - afternoon shadows, 
struck out seven. Cardinal third 
base Coach Johnny Keane said 
he couldn’t even see the ball in 
the late innings. 

Joyfully listening to a broad- 
cast playback of the final out 
of the game in the clubhouse, 
Cardwell ‘recalled that he had 
told National League President 
Warren Giles before the game 
that-he was nervous. Someone 
pointed out that Giles also had

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WAGES IN EUROPE 
RISING, SHORTER 


FRANKFURT, GERMANY, 
May 16 (AP)—All over Europe, 
long known as a cheap labor 
market, the price of labor is 
rising. 

In the Ruhr, steelworker Hans 
Schaake makes about $43 a 
week, much more than the aver- 
age German worker. Yet Hans 
is anxious for a pay increase. 
The car he got recently cost 
more to run than the motor- 
cycle he used to have. Install- 
ments for the new television set 
run well into next year, and his | 
wife has talked him into an) 
Italian holiday this year. 

Hans Schaake has his coun- 
terparts all over bustling west- 
ern Europe. With industry reap- 
ing record profits in many coun- 
tries, labor also wants a greater 
slice of the boom pie. Most of 
Europe’s industries have man- 
power shortages, so labor’s po- 
sition is stronger than ever be- 
fore. In most cases, employers 
appear willing to yield rather 
than face strikes. 

Chances are that Hans Schaake 
will make $4.75 more a week a 
few months from now. German 
unions will ask this year for 
higher pay for 10,000,000 work- 
ers, or more than half of the 
country’s total labor force. In- 
creases are expected to be near 
union demands of 10 to 15 per 
cent. 

“For many years, it was said 
the German was working for 
work’s sake,” said a Frankfurt 
labor official. ‘“‘Now he wants | 
to enjoy the fruit of his work.” 

German industrialists say | 
wages almost have doubled | 
since 1950, while the consumer | 
price index rose only by one 
fourth. But unions retort that | 
wage increases are lagging be- | 
hind the boost in output per | 
man, | 
Employers are even more wor- | 
ried by labor’s demand for re- 
duction of work hours, with the 
40-hour work week the an- | 
nounced target. Vacancies al- | 
ready outnumber job seekers in | 

Germany. More than 100,000 la- 
borers have been imported this 
year. Economic leaders say 
shortening of the work week 
would complicate the problem 
Average weekly wage of a 
British industrial worker was 
$31.81 last October, almost dou- 
ble the figure 10 years ago. In 
the same tithe, Britain’s cost-of- 
living index went up 50 per cent. 

In France, a price and wage | 
freeze is the cornerstone of Pres- 
ident De Gaulle’s economic re- 
covery program. An increase of 
wages in the 10 years up to 1959 
was almost matched by the in- 
crease of the cost of living dur- 
ing that period. Consequently, 
labor pressure for higher pay is 
tremendous, and only De Gaulle’s 
*‘no” is holding the line. French | 
Wages average around 50 cents 
an hour. 

In Italy, also enjoying a boom, 
most industrial wage contracts | 
were renewed in 1959 and run 
for two or more years. In these 
settlements, wage increases, in- 
cluding fringe benefits, averaged 
8 to 10 per cent. The cost of 
living in Italy has increased by 
at least 40 per cent since 1949, 
while the pay scales went up 
about 73 per cent. This pay 
boost, however, does not include 
cost to employers of the ever 
increasing social security pro- 
gram, which is making a myth 
of Italy’s reputation as a low- 
cost labor area. 

Wages have risen 90 per cent 
in Holland since 1950, while the 
basic cost of living went up 35 
per cent. All three major Dutch 
unioas want the work week cut 
from 48 hours to 45, and eventu- 
ally to 42 hours. 

Posters put up by Belgium’s 
two main trade unions demand 
a 4 per cent boost to increase 
the guaranteed weekly wage to 
$25 for the 45-hour week.

MAY AND JUNE are party 
months, a time for feting grad- 
uates and brides. Food is an 
important part of such festivi- 
ties, but the dishes must be as 


appealing to the eye as to the 
palate. The,recipes on this page 


were chosen with this thought in 
mind; each one is as pretty as 
the centerpieces which will grace 
the tables. 

Take .this glamorous Apricot- 
Chocolate Torte, for example, 
with its golden apricot top and 
chocolate brown sides: Recipes 
for tortes are many and varied. 
Some cooks prefer the Hun- 
garian Dobos Torte, a delicacy 
made of many layers of sponge 
cake filled with rich chocolate 
cream and topped with a cara- 
melized sugar glaze. The Apri- 


cot-Chocolate Torte is every bit 
as elegant, hut much simpler to 


prepare. Three layers of a con-" 


ventional one-bowl butter cake 
are sliced and stacked into six 
feathery layers, then filled and 
frosted with a rich chocolate 
custard. Thé top glaze of apri- 
coot jam is slightly tart to con- 
trast with the sweetness of the 
filling. 

The torte may be baked a day 
ahead, spread with chocolate 
custard and refrigerated until 
serving, but the sides and top 
should be iced at the last min- 
ute. Should the chocolate cus- 
tard become stiff during refrig- 
eration, beat it smooth again 
with a rotary hand beater. 


Apricot-Chocolate Torte 
One cup (two sticks) butter. 
One and one-half cups sugar. 
Three eggs. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Three cups sifted cake flour. 

Two and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder. 

One teaspoon;salt. 

One cup milk. ~ 

Butter and flour three nine- 
inch round cake pans; set aside. 
Cream butter and sugar. Add 
eggs and beat until light and 
fluffy. Blend in vanilla. 

Sift dry ingredients; add to 
creamed mixture _ alternately 
with the milk, starting and end- 
ing with dry ingredients. 

Divide batter equally between 
three pans and bake 25 minutes 
in a pre-heated 350-degree oven. 
Cool 10 minutes. 

Remove from pans onto cake 
racks. Cool completely. With a 
sharp knife split each layer in 
half. Spread Chocolate Custard 
Filling between layers and top 
with Apricot Glaze.

Implications for 1961. 


Nathaniel Rogg, economist for 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, has observed a “‘lag 
‘correlation’ between interest 
rates and housing starts. An 
easing in the money supply, he 
figures, usually precedes by five 
|or six months an upturn in home 
‘building. Since interest rates 
|turned down in January, this 
‘implies a rising demand for 
building materials and workers 
‘about now. 


A spurt in home-building would 
add heft to the recent favorable 
signs — the improvement in em- 
‘ployment and retail sales. It 
would indicate the nation has 
snapped out of the lull. Beyond 
that, it could change sentiment 
about 1961. 


‘Housing upturns frequently 
run for 18 months to two years 
and even longer. So a rise 
which started now could carry 
through next year and off- 
set an expected drop in plant’ 
and equipment outlays. 
During the recessions of 1949- 
50 and 1953-54 and again in 1957- 
58, upturns in home-building 
sparked the recovery. In ’49-50 
and 53-54, home building led on 
the advance. That could be the 
_ prospect for ’61. And if corporate 
‘forecasters ever so conclude, the 
‘tone of the stock market would 
Change radically.

Overweight Children 


*‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“J AM SENDING 5 cents in coin and a stamped, self- 
addressed long envelope for a copy of your leaflet. ‘Lost 
Secret of Reducing.’ Would this help a 9-year-old boy who 
weight 120 pounds? MRS. C. C.” 

The leaflet might help. You don’t give his height but, in 
any case, 120 pounds at the age of 9 indicates overweight. 

It is possible for a glandular disturbance to be a factor 
in seriously overweight children, but this is rare. Most of 
the time the whole thing is found to depend on the child’s 
habits: In that case, I feel certain the leaflet will be helpful. 


By “habits,” I mean any of a number of things. 
A child may be pampered, or he may be over- 
protected, or may be too strongly dominated by a 
parent, most likely the mother. For instance, the 
child may be driven to school every day, instead of 
walking. 


Such, children as a result may become somewhat with- 
drawn from the ordinary activities of childhood. They don’t 
exercise nearly enough. They enjoy sedentary pastimes—and 
oh, how they sometimes eat. Not just at mealtimes, but they 
often have big allowances and drink a lot of-soft drinks; eat 
candy, sandwiches, ice cream, crackers, and so on between 
meals. 

There’s also the emotional factor to consider in some 
cases. A child with some worry or problem (sometimes a 
feeling of ‘‘not being liked,” or such) quite often eats too 
much as a compensation. (Adults do it, too.) 

I have seen youngsters snap out of it silieiitle when 
parents are understanding. Such children begin to realize that 
eating between meals and getting but little exercise is not 
good for them. I’ve seen them trim up into fine specimens. 


But there’s another habit not so easy to break— 
eating large, rich meals. In such cases the whole 
family will be too heavy—and a child, growing up 
thinking it is natural to eat big meals with lots of 
starch, fat and sugar, is just about bound to be too 
heavy, too. It’s also harder for him to get in the 
habit of eating meals that are really nogmal. 


Now a word or two about glandular cases. Occasionally 
we find a child with low thyroid activity, or a pituitary glana 
which does not function in a proper manner. This can be 
identified by appropriate physica] examination, and medical 
correction of the condition can work wonders. But all such 
cases require medical attention. You can’t “do it yourself.” 

A final word of caution—overweight children should- not 
be given “reducing pills.” Get them to eat and to exercise 


correctly, and their weight will adjust. And if it happens to 


be a case involving glandular faults, they -may require 
medication—but not “reducing pills.’”’ Rather, the treatment 
will be aimed at correcting the basic trouble.

But one of the 
things that makes them most 
valuable is that when properly 
applied they will allow moisture 
in back of them to escape. This 
eliminates peeling and blistering 
which is often a problem with 
many homeowners.

The only hitch is that for this 
paint to be effective as far as 
stopping blistering and peeling 
goes, it must be applied to un- 
painted wood. This means that 
if the wood siding is painted 
with a conventional type of 


paint, all the old paint will have 


to be removed with a torch, 
electric paint remOver or a 
liquid and paste type remover.

4000 pounds per cubic yard and 
Millstone has a-fast relay sys- 
tem for univading a seven-cubic- 
yard concrete truck.

Wiping Out Anti-Semitism 


NEW YORK, May 16. 

I HAVE JUST BEEN LOOKING OVER the twenty-fifth 
anniversary edition of Aufbau. This is' an American weekly 
published in New York by the New World Club, but I found it 
very inieresting to see how many world ieaders sent their 
congratulations. 

To me this is significant because there has been in the 
past few weeks a recurrence of the old discussion of whether 
we Can wipe out anti-Semitism, not only in Germany where it 
reached its height prior and during World War II but in the 
world as a whole. 


As you go back into history you realize that perse- 
cution under which the Jews have suffered in country 
after country has made them the strong, resourceful, 
resilient people that they are today. THey have almost } 
always had to be more intelligent and to work harder 
in order to cope with the restrictions placed on them. 
And, as they survived and as they achieved, of course, 
there was always a resentment from those among 
whom they lived and worked who felt inferior or who 
feared that they could not keep up. 


In Germany it was partly because the Jews were so 
successful that they suffered. 

Now there is a great change. The Jews have a nation of 
their own—a small nation, to be sure, but every Jew, whether 
consciously or unconsciously wherever he is in the world, 
knows there is a land called Israel that belongs to his people. 
He may be proud to be a member of another nation, he may 
prefer to forget that Israel exists, but it will nevertheless be 
a strength in his background. ' 

As far as 
that Christians and Jews cannot live in the same world, And 


I believe that, as the confidence and the security of the Jewish |: 


people grow, some of their own misgivings will lessen, and 
with it will disappear some of the jealousy of the people among 
whom they live. 


It may take time, but I believe anti-Semetism can 
be done away with just as I believe we are all going 
eventually to look at human beings without having 
violent reactions if they happen to have different 
physical characteristics from those .which we have 
ourselves. In this hope lies the real ee for peace 
in the world in the future. 


I do not expect that peace will come without much 
conscious striving on the part of peoples of the world, but it 
is what we are now, along many different lines, working for. 
So let us try to prepare ourselves for an attitude of mind that 
will make it more possible to live in the world with the whole 
of the world’s population.

Vehicles for Travel on Moon 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


Director, Fels Planetarium 


BEFORE this decade- ends, 
man will be on the moon and 
once there he will have to move 
around. He can, of course, walk 
in. his explorations but there 
will be times when mechanical 
transportation will be necessary. 


-_What form of vehicles will he 


use? 

While it may appear that all 
we have to do is set the com- 
ponents of a vehicle down on 
the lunar surface and assembie 
it, the problems involved in the 
operation of a lunar vehicle are 
so complete that they create a 
scientific nightmare. 

Due to lack of atmosphere 
on the moon, any type of fuel 
burning vehicle like an auto- 
mobile with internal combus- 
tion engine, is immediately 
ruled out. Without an atmos- 
phere, the air necessary to 
burn the fuel is absent so a 
vehicle must operate on some 
type of motor in which fuel is 
not burned, 


Some scientists, thinking about 
getting around on the moon, 
have conjured up some curious 
forms of lunar vehicles. One 
of the oddest is the “‘gyrobus”’ 
designed by Prof. Hérmann 
Oberth, an early — of 
astronautics. 


In appearance the gyrobus 
looks like a baseball stuck on 
a stick with the bottom of the 
stick flattening out into a tractor 
tread. It would weigh 10 tons 
(with the lower gravitational 
field of the moon this is only 
3200 pounds there) and stand 50 
If you are wonder- 
ing what keeps this vertical, 
the answer is a huge gyroscope 
contained in the ball to keep 
the devise upright. 


The tractor at the foot of the 
vertical column can move rather 
gingerly over the surface. The 
real cute trick about this device 
is that ‘it can behave like a 
kangaroo and jump over chasms 
on the lunar surface. For jump- 
ing, the vertical column, or foot, 
is withdrawn into the ball. The 
astronaut, looking out, sets some 
values into a computer and: at 
the precise moment the foot is 
suddenly pushed down by com- 
pressed air and the entire gyro- 
bus takes off to jump across the 
gap. With the reduced gravity, 
it is possible to bridge a 325- 
foot gap. This “kangaroo” can 
jump to heights of 400 feet. The 
air in the cylinder also acts as 
a shock absorber to ease set- 
ting down on the moon. 
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For power, batteries can be 
used or a large spinning flywheel 
can be utilized to store energy 
to permit traveling for a rather 
short time. 

Prof. Oberth’s design, while 
quite well planned, is impracti- 
cal at this time for several rea- 
sons. For one thing, this de- 
vice weighs 10 tons. Also the 
device needs continuous energy 
to keep itself upright. It is high- 
ly unlikely that with the tre- 
mendous penalty we must pay 
for putting a single pound on 
the moon, we will invest that in 
a device of this type. 


In both this country and Rus- 
sia, scientists are working on a 
more realistic approach to get- 
ting around on the moon. The 
Russians have released pictures 
of a tractor which they contem- 
plate using. Several laboratories 
in this country are concerned 
with details of a lunar vehicle. 
Dr. Robert Jastrow of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration indicates that the 
first lunar vehicle may be a 
small robot to be soft-landed on 
the m within the next five 
years. "While they do not indi- 
cate the power source for their 
vehicle the Americans plan to 
use solar energy. 


Landing any vehicle will mean 
that engineers and_ scientists 
must resolve many problems 
tied to the lack of an atmos- 
phere. 

In a moving vehicle there are 
moving parts which must be 
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lubricated. Without an atmos- 
phere, some components of the 
oil will evaporate to’ make the 
lubricant gummy. An operating 
device will heat up and without 
an atmosphere to dissipate the 
heat; these moving parts may 
overheat. Some type of fin cool- 
ing may be necessary to radiate 
the heat away. 

Within the past two months 
pictures have appeared of an 
American autontobile with a 
solar battery array on the roof. 


“These solar batteries provide the . 


energy to drive the car. It is 
highly probable that on any lunar 
vehicle solar energy will be the 
prime power source to be used 
during the long lunar day. 
During the lunar night, pow- 
ering the moon car becomes a 
problem. Pétrhaps one solution 
to this: may be in operating the 
car with a highly efficient hy- 
drogen fuel cell. This device 
the potential of which has just 
been realized, may play a sig- 
nificant role in our automobile 
technology within five years. 

Today, an experimental tractor 

using a fuel cell to generate its 
_ power is in operation. 

The simplicity of the fuel cell 
commends itself to a lunar op- 
eration. It consists of two elec- 
trodes in a solution which con- 
ducts electricity. By feeding 
hydrogen into one electrode and 
oxygen into the second, a chem- 
ical reaction is brought about in 
which water is formed and elec- 
tricity generated. With enough 
cells, a sizeable amount of elec- 
tricity is generated to operate a 
tractor. The big handicap is the 
supply of oxygen and hydrogen, 
which must be replaced as con- 
sumed. But even here we might 
look ahead to the day when 
these two elements are obtained 
from the lunar rocks. 

The difficult problem is getting 
to the moon. Once there, the 
astronaut will find ways of get- 
ting around.
